There  have  been  no  cases  of  Infectious  Sickness  landed 

from  vessels  during  the  year. 
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There  were  no  cases  of  infectious  sickness  occurring  on  vessels 
during  the  voyage  hut  disposed  of  prior  to  arrival. 

No  case  of  Plague,  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  Smallpox  or  Typhus 
occurred  on  any  vessel  during  its  voyage  to  this  Port.

The  above  figures  are  of  necessity  estimated  due  to  boats  leaving 
for  sea  immediately  after  disinfestation  v/ork  had  been  carried  out. 

During  the  year  the  Corporation  Rat  Catchers  carried  out  disinfest¬ 
ation  by  means  of  poisoning  and  trapping  on  five  boats,  this  work  entail¬ 
ing  17  visits. 

(2)  IN  DOCKS,  QUAYS,  WHARVES  AND  WAREHOUSES 

It  is  regretted  that  again  no  figures  are  available  of  the  number 
or  species  of  rats  destroyed  in  the  docks,  quays,  wharves  and  warehouses. 
The  Company  has  ownership  of  all  the  dock  premises  and  warehouses  and 
employ  their  own  rat  catcher  v/ho  attends  at  the  docks  for  at  least  two 
days  in  each  month.  The  Company  reports  that  "in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  method  of  destruction  is  mainly  by  poison  it  is  not  practicable  to 
keep  such  a  record". 

No  Plague  "Infected"  or  "Suspected"  Vessels  or  Vessels  from  Plague 
Infected  Ports  arrived  in  the  Port  during  the  year. 


Lowestoft  is  not  a  Port  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  for 
the  issue  of  Deratization  Certificates.
